“At the hour when you receive this 
letter, I shall have executed jJust- 
tice.” 

M. Caillaux did not find this letter 
until he reached home at @ late hour. 
He has sent it to the magistrate in- 
vestigating the crime. 

Suicide Keport Denied 

Since the doors of St. Lazare prison 
closed upon Mme, Caillaux almost 
nothing has been disclosed concerning 
her. The director of the prison de- 
nied @ report that was current that 
She had committed suicide. 

The only concession allowed to her 


in jai. is that she may have her meals 
sent In from a restaurant in the 
neighborhood. 

M. Caillaux called at the prison 


in the course of the afternoon in 
company with Ferand Labori, who 
Was attorney ior Captain Dreyfus, and 
Maurice Bernard, another prominent 
lawyer, both of whom have been re- 
tained for the defence of Mme. Cail- 
laux. 
Crowd at Jail Entrance 

A crowd of one thousand persons 

Was packed in the vicinity of the en- 


trance to the jail. The moment thé 
people recognized Caillaux a number 
of persons hissed him, He turned 


arounl in. anger, but without saying 
anything he entered the prison. He 
Stayed there for ten minutes and then, 
entering an automobile in the inter- 
court yard, made his exit without be- 
ing recognized by the crowd. 

The police later broke up a mob 
of about three hundred rowdies on 
the Place Clichy where was organized 
a march to the centre of the City. 
The men shouted: “To the scaffo-d 
with Caillaux,” and “Assassin,” Some 
arrests were made, 

Another demonstration occurred In 
the Rue Chateau wun. The police 
charged and made eleven arrests,

He 
said he was afraid of the automobiles, 
TECHNIC: AL SC HOOL LEOTURES. 

The Technical School has, in con- 
nection with its already extensive 
course of studies, opened a new de- 


partment in the form of.a series of 
lectures to be given to the students 
and their friends, in one of the class- 
rooms of the school, each Saturday 
evening at eight o’clock—the present 
program outlining the subjects for 
some seven weeks, 

The first of the series was held on 
Saturday last, when the principal, Mr. 
Richardson, in a few sentences ad- 
dressed the audience, referring to the 
new departure, and calling attention 
to the very fine piano which has been 
secured for the school by the efforts 
of the school staff and students, The 
principal then introduced the chalr- 
man, Mr. K. W. MacKenzie, who com- 
mended the work of the school, pre- 
dicting for it a great future; referring 
to the organization of the first school 
in the city nineteen years ago, On 
College avenue, known as the High 
School (which he termed “The parent 
of all the schools in Eda@monton’”), 
when he, as principal, with four a4- 
sistants, comprised the entire staff; 
stating that if the progress of the 
Technical School is in proportion to 
that of the public schools, in twenty 
years from now it will have a very 
large staff of teachers and many hun- 
dreds or thousands of students (the 
present enroliment being something 
over four hundred), with probably 
millions of dollars tied up in plant. 

Mr. Grant gave a piano selection, 
after which Mr, David Jones rendered 
two solos. The chairman introduced 
the speaker of the evening, George M. 
Hall, publicity commissioner, who 
gave a very interesting and pleasing 
address.on the ‘Value of Work.”

59, the department could have shown 
a small surplus of some $70). 
Material Saving Expected. 

“The financial condition of the de- 
partment, however, cannot be brought 
to a satisfactory basis until the pipe 
line across the river has been com- 
pleted and put into operation, thus 
enabling the department to secure 
from the power-house a uniform rate 
for water pumped for both sides of 
the river. This wi:l mean a material 
Saving. 

“Further, under the present tariff, 
this department is compelled to sell 
water to many of its largest consum- 
ers at less than cost, and, as I have 
fully explained in special reports pre- 
viously submitted to the commission 
board, I am of the opinion the tariff 
should be revised and amended so as 
to eliminate this financial loss. 


Suggests Special Tax Levy. 

“I also wou'd suggest that the ac- 
cumulated deficits of the department, 
amounting to $100,574.85 at Decem- 
ber 31, 1913, be cleared off by special 
levy out of general revenue, and the 
department inus be given a clear start 
for the ensuing year.” rt 

Mr. Turner, continuing, points out 
that the present state of a partially 
metered «aystem means continued 
strife. The only satisfactory settle- 
ment is to meter the whole system, 
and he is asking for an appropriation 
to do this. 

The present system of water mains, 
comprising some 128 miles, has 
branches running to a distance of 
four miles from the pumping plant 
This means the capacity of the pre- 
sent feed mains has been reached, 
and larger mains will have to be in- 
stalled this year. During the past 
year 26 miles of steel mains were 
an 
experiment. Mr. Turner advises 
against steel mains for the smailer 
pipes, preferring cast iron for these, 
and steel for the larser mains. 

The superintendent also points out 
once more the necessity of prompt ac- 
tion to stop. electrolysis of water 
mains, 

Fire Pressure Causes Leaks. 


Speaking of fire pressure, the super- 
intendent says: 


“It is still the practise to boost the 
water pressure at the pumping sta- 
tion for fire purposes, and it fre- 
quently occurs that the pressure is 
boosted several times within twenty- 
four hours. This sudden additiona! 
strain on the waterworks system is 
responsible for numerous leaks and 
the heavy expense on maintenance 
incurred during the past year, By 
maintaining a slightly higher con- 
stant pressure over the system, 1 
trust that further excess pressure may 
be taken care of by the fire engines, 
thus eliminating to a large extent ex- 
cessive strain on the distribution sys- 
tem.”
